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SHREDS OF FLESH AND BONES FOUND 


GREWSOME FINDS 
MADE IN MORNING 


Machinist Rule, Spectacle Case and 
Spectacles Believed to be 
Those of Win. Deering 


Taken from the Steaming, Smoking Ruins at 
the Antlers Hotel, Watch and 
Chain Also Found 


W hat la believed to be the remain* 
of one or more bodies have been lo­ 
cated in the smoking, steam ing ruins 
at the Antlers hotel, where two men. 
W illiam Deering, steam fitter, and 
Thomas P. Lamb, aged flagman of the 
N orthern Pacific railway, lost their 
lives In the disastrous 
fire 
which 
swept away a quarter block of the 
business district in Brainerd Monday 
morning. 
Led by I. IT. W hite and sons, H arry 
Carlson, Louis Hohman and others, 
bricks were carefully removed from 
the area where the lobby was form­ 
erly located in the hotel. 
N ear the 
wash room was found a piece of 
thigh bone with smoking flesh and 
cloth attached. 
A piece of liver lay 
near by and then the searchers came 
upon a key ring with l l keys a tta c h ­ 
ed and one of them opened the trunk 
of Deering, when the keys were tried 
by his ran. Julius Deering. 
Pieces of brass of a rule such as 
machinists and shop mechanics carry 
was located, also a spectacle case and 
the spectacles, crushed and broken. 
It would appear that Deering, who 
had made his escape from the doomed 
hotel, the night clerk aiding him to 
carry out his trunk and to set the 
same on the other side of the street, 
had thought of his overcoat hanging 
on the wall of bls room and again 
made his way up the s ta l k il y to the 
second floor. 
A girl of the hotel saw him mount 
the stairs and shortly after the out­ 
er wall collapsed. 
Lamb was not seen on the street, 
ll#* had a room on the third floor and 
there is some evidence to the effect 
that he had made his way 
to 
the 
ground floor and there met his doom. 
A silver watch, seven jeweled Swiss, 
was found, but not identified, l^amb's 
sons did not believe 
it 
their 
father's watch. 
The case of nickel 
bore the name of Blanches Fontaines 
and the works the Tavannes W atch 
To. Deering's watch was a W altham. 
The search continues and ashes 
and debris are carefully sifted. 
All 
remains are stored in large cans to 
be placed in charge of the coroner, 
Dr. C. A. Nelson.

Two Clashes Between British 


and German Ships.

london, Jan. 24.—Two naval en­ 
gagements were fought In the North 
sea Monday night and Tuesday morn 
ing between British light cruisers and 
torpedo boat destroyers aud German 
destroyers. 
It was the first meeting 
of the naval forces of the two bellig­ 
erent powers since last October. 
An official report from london says 
that in tho engagement with the Brit­ 
ish light forces, "not far from the 
Dutch coati,’’ one of the German de­ 
stroyers was gunk and the remainder 
were scattwe* A. 
In the other fight, which occurred 
off Zeebrugge, a British destroyer was 
struck by a German torpedo, killing 
three officers and forty-two men of 
the crew. 
The damaged craft later 
was sunk by ships of its own flotilla 
Unofficial advices from Holland say 
that from two to seven German ships 
were sunk and others damaged serf 
oufly and that one of the latter wan 
towed into Ymuiden with twenty dead 
on 
board, 
while 
sixteen 
severely 
wounded 
were 
landed 
by a 
Dutch 
steam trawler. 
The commander of 
one of the German vessels, it is said, 
was killed by a shot which carried 
away the bridge. 
On the Russian front in the region 
of l^ k e Kuggerion and near Rain 
zem. in the Biga sector, the German* 
have delivered attacks against the 
Jlusssians.

ies, like municipal councils, fully and 
truly representative. 
E n th u sia sm in proportional repre­ 
sentation increases with increasing 
know ledge of this subject.

reform movement are Professor John 
It. Commons and Charles McCarthy,

What War has Done 
to Italy Financially

FRENCH SKEPTICAL 
Of WILSON PEACE 


Bt. Paul, Jan. 23.—By far the most 
thrilling event in St. Paul’s unique 
Outdoor Sports Carnival, which opens 
Jan. 27 and continues a week, will be 
the 500-mile race from Winnipeg to 
the Carnival City for dog trains from 
the Northwest Territory. 
This event, which will be made an 
annual classic—the only contest of its 
kind in the United States—will he 
known as the Red River Valley-St. 
Paul Sports Carnival Derby, and will 
follow the old Pembina mail trail, over 
which, more than half a century ago, 
mail was carried from St. Paul to Fort 
Gary, now Winnipeg, In sledges ex­ 
actly like those to be used In the 
Derby. 
St. Paul, in that day, was one of 


civilization’s northern outposts. It also 
was the home of the late James J. 
Hill, who made several trips over the 
Pembina trail long before he built the 
Great Northern railway parallel with 
the route. Now his son, Louis W. Hill, 
president of the Outdoor Sports Car­ 
nival association, is reviving the cus­ 
toms of his father’s pioneer days by 
fathering the dogs' Derby. 
Primarily, the object of the race is 
to promote greater interest in the 
proper breeding of sledge dogs for the 
| North country, where for several gen­ 
erations in the future men must de­ 
pend on these sturdy animals for win­ 
ter travel. 
Added to this is the importance of 
the event from the standpoint of sport. 
It will be the longest straightaway 


event of its kind ever staged, longer 
than even the distance from Nome lo 
Candle, t h e ’ course for the Alaskan 
Sweepstakes. 
Mayor R, D. Waugh of Winnipeg 
: will start the fourteen sturdy teams 
at noon, Wednesday, Jan. 24, at a 
downtown corner in the Manitoba cai>- 
ital. 
Three days later the Sports Car­ 
nival will he in full swing in this city. 
Warned by frequent bulletins from 
the towns along the Derby course, Car­ 
nival dignitaries and crowds of merry­ 
makers wdll assemble in St. P auls 
famous Como park to witness the 
finish. 
It is estimated that five or six days, 
depending on w eather and trail condi­ 
tions, will be required to complete tile 
race.
